Is It Lost or Stolen? 

We ask Mr. Tfcft this question : 
Why does the Government pay 
nine cents per pound to carry se- 
(•mill-class mail matter through 
the mails — which means carry- 
ing it on railroads— when ex- 
press companies, running their 
curs on the same train, at the 
same rate of speed, can carry 
v r hat matter for one cent a pound 
and make a profit? We ask Mr. 
Taft to observe that the rate of 
the United States Express Com- 
pany between New York and Chi- 
cago, one thousand mile*, is $'2 50 
for one hundred pounds. If it 
costs nine cents a pound, as Mr. 
Taft thinks to carry such mat- 
ter, the charge of the United 
JStates Express Compauy would 
be uine dollars for a hundred 
pounds, plus a charge for profit, 
instead of two dollars and a half. 
Doesn't Mr. Taft think that if 
the United States Express Com- 
i, which makes huge profits 
pays huge dividends, can 
carry one hundred pounds one 
thousand miles for two dollars 
and a half, the United States 
Government, which is not in bus- 
iness for profit, but for public 
convenience, ought to be able to 
carry one hundred pound.; one 
thousand miles for one dollar? 
And we ask Mr. Taft to stop the 
railroads' stealing, and to stop 
the postoriice loss — not by mak- 
ing the general public pay more 
for their periodicals, but by al- 
lowing the railroads and others 
eoooerned to steal less. — Ex. 

Getting their Eyes Opened.
